—According to a recent work by Prof, 


lilsehoff, an eminent Munich anatomist, 
the average weight of the human brain is 
] ,362 grammes for man and 1,219 gram- 
mes for woman. The difference between 
the average brain weight of man and wo- 
man thus amounts to 143 grammes, or 10 
in id one-half per cent. The brain weight 
of man exceeds that of all animals except 
the elephant (4,500 grammes), and the 
larger Cetaceae (2,500 grammes.) The 
brain-weight of the, largest apes is hardly 
a third of man's. Prof. BischofTs data 
comprise the weights of brain of 559 men 
in id 347 women. 


—The influence of the moon on the 


trmperature wa» the subject of a paper 
recently read to the French Meteorologi- 
cal Society by M. Coeurdevache, giving 
the result of eight years' observations at 
S.dnt-Maur observatory. Comparing the 
nieau daily temperatures for the months 
of March, Apt 11 and May, he shows that 
the temperature decreases until the fourth 
day after new moon, rises to its highest 
point on the sixth (an average of 14.8 de- 
grees), then rises (to 14.4 degrees) until 
the sixteenth day, falls again until the 
twentieth or twenty-first (to 10 degrees), 
then rises with slight variations until the 
cud of the lunar period. Taking into ac- 
count only the minima, which are of es- 
p 'Cial interest on account of night frosts, 
the moon's influence is still more distinct. 
The highest minimum (nine degrees) oc- 
curs about the sixth day, and the lowest 
(about three degrees) on the twenty-first. 
Thus, according to M. Courdevache's re- 
searches, night-frosts are most probable 
about the twenty-first day of the moon. 


—A novel mode of propelling vessels 


hn> been described to the French Acad- 
emy by M. Gmndt, who says fee has con- 
structed apparatus for the purpose. The 
principal agent is electricity. One or 
more sets of electro-dynamic apparatus 
are driven by an ordinary steam engine. 
The electric current is sent through a 
voltameter containing acidulated water. 
Tl>e oxygen and hydrogen arising from 
decomposition of the water are led, in a 
tube, fore or aft, in the boat, according 
to the direction in which it is desired 
to go. They escape by an aperture in the 
hull, a little above which aperture is an 
induction coil arrangement, by which 
s;>arks are passed between two insulated 
platinum points. The explosion of the 
gases thus caused propels the boat. May 
this idea not lead us to hop* that, after 
all our misgivings, some use may be found 
for hundred-ton guns! The recoil pro- 
duced by the rapid firing of charges of 
several hundred pounds of powder ought

ever, including ale, wine and beer.

Local Option laws in the world. It is 
adopted in counties and cities by a ma- 
jority vote of the electors—is not repeal- 
able for three years after adoption, and 
entirely prohibits retailing and wholesal- 
ing of alcoholic liquors for beverage pur- 
poses. Since its passage by the Domi- 
nion Parliament, 
it has triumphantly 


passed the ordeal of the courts, and pro- 
nounced constitutional by the highest 
tribunal of the country. It has been al- 
ready brought to a vote in eighteen 
counties and cities, and been carried 
by overwhelming majorities in all but one. 
Fully as many more cities and counties 
are bringing it to a vote, and in most it 
will carry. Now the whole province of 
Prince Edward Island has adopted the 
act—more than three-fourths of New 
Brunswick, and before a year has passed 
it is expected that all*the maritime prov- 
inces will have de-legtlized the rum traf- 
fic. The execution of the law is most 
satisfactory, and whenever in force, fear 
Tails upon the liquor sellers and disaster 
overtakes their attempted violations. To 
show the temper of the people toward the 
licensed rum traffic, it may be mentioned 
that in the last two contests the pool stood :

I charging the colonists anything but a nom- 
inal commission for his service. 
Herein 


lies one secret of the power and prosper- 
ity of this colony. They can combine for 
purchase; they can combine for contracts 
in working their estates on a l.irgc scale, 
they can combine for special rates in the 
shipment of their produce to Chicago, 
St. Paul or St Louis. The single colonist 
has not those advantages so pronounced, 
and above all does not enjoy the social 
advantage of being among people of his 
own tastes and home associations.—Har* 
per's Magazine.

The colonel commanding is free to 
say that no officer possesses the true spirit 
of a soldier who is not willing to practice 
that self-denial which it is his duty to en- 
force upon the men of his command.

fore, will readily discountenance a prac- 
tice which tends to the greatest evils, 
and which can only be a useless indul- 
gence.

him were so dumfounded that they merely 
looked at Daly in silent wonder, but their 
colonel, Hagood (now governor of South 
Carolina), galloped up, saying; 'What is 
this Yankee doing with our colors V As 
he spoke he drew his pistol and fired.

brother alighted uninjured, the assassin 
was seized by • Colonel of police, and on 
drawing a revolver was prevented from 
firing it. 
A second bomb was almost im- 


mediately thrown by another person and 
fell close to the Czar's feet, shattering 
both legs below the knee and inflicting 
other terrible injuries. The Emperor fell, 
crying for help. Colonel Darjibky, though 
himself much injured, raised the Em- 
peror, who was placed in tlie former's 
sleigh and conveyed in an unconscious 
state to the Winter Palace, where he ex- 
pired at 8 26 o'clock in the presence of 
tne Imperial family, who were all assem- 
bled at the death bed. Immediately af- 
ter the death of the Emperor the Council 
of State was convened, all places of pub- 
lic resort were closed, and the 
Official 


Mtaenger made the following announce- 
ment. 


God's v/ill has been done. At ,125 


o'clock this (Sunday) afternoon the Al- 
mighty called the Emperor to himself. A 
few minutes before his death the Em- 
peror receh ed the Sacrament. 


An officer and two Cossacks were also 


killed by the explosion, while many po- 
licemen and other persons were injured. 
Large crowd* assembled before the Pal- 
ace, but were kept back by a troop of Cos- 
sacks.

abrMd this morning that the renewal of 
the Democr itic attempt to reorganize the 
Senate Committees while two vacancies 
still remained unfilled on the Republican 
Ji4e would Jesuit in showing which, party 
is to direct the legislation of the Senate 
during the next two years. Accordingly, 
the visitors' galleries \vere packed at an 
early hour, :md all the spare space on the 
floor of the Senate Chamber was filled 
with Congressmen and other privileged 
persons, wlale all the corridors of the 
Senate wing of the Capital were thrrnged 
by interested visitors who hod been un- 
able to gain admission to the floor or gal- 
leries. 


Two new Senators—Mr. McDill, of 


Iowa,and Mr. Cameron, of Wisconsin- 
appeared and took the oath of office. 
This left only two vacant Kepublica 
(eats—one fi om Maine and the other fron 
Minnesota—both of which will be fille< 
in three dayt at the very latest. As soo 
as the nefr Senators had been sworn ii 
the Democrats, under the lead of Mr 
Pendleton, renewed their attempt to cap- 
ture the organization of the Senate. Mr 
Pendleton m ide a not very able or evci 
astute speed), in the course of which he 
complained that the Republicans hac 
been unwilling to make or listen to ani 
"overtures" from the Democrats, who, he 
declared, were "inspired by a sense o 
patriotic dutv" in their attempt to snatcl 
the organization of the Senate. 
The 


wicked Republicans had been found un- 
willing to furnish the names for the tai 
ends of the various committees until thcii 
members wore all present, or even to give 
any satisfactory assurance that they would 
then-do so. Mr. Pendleton also darkly 
hinted that "mysterious conferences" had 
been held by Republican Senators, at 
which a Democratic Senator was present, 
at which "champagne and satisfaction 
were the arguments used." 


It was app irent from Mr. Pendloton's 


tone and manner that he felt grave mis- 
givings as to the success of the movement 


finished and s.at down there was a pause 
of a minute or two, the Democrats evi- 
dently expecting a reply from the Repub- 
lican side. Nobody rose on that side, 
and Mr. Pendleton suggested that if no 
Republican d( sired to improve the time 
perhaps the donate had "better," "ad- 
journ," suggested Mr. Conkling from his 
seat.

As his firm, clear 
response, 'Aye" was heard, a murmur of 
satisfaction and subdued applause ran 
through the auilience in the galleries and 
on the floor. The Democrats exchanged 
significant glances and directed scowling 
looks toward the independent Virginia 
Senator, who occupies a seat in the outer 
row on the Republican side. 
Tho result 


of the test vote was announced—35 to 37. 


Then Mr. Conkling arose, and in a 


speech of studied courtesy, but of keen 
and polished sarcasm, arraigned the "tem- 
porary Democr itic majority" for its at- 
tempt to take advantage of the fact that 
vacancies, soon to be filled, exist on the 
Republican sid« of the Senate.

speech made the Democrats—especially 
Mr. Pendleton ind Mr. Hill, of Georgia 
—very uncomfortable. 
Mr. Conkling 


criticised in some respects the composi- 
tion of the committees reported by "the 
Ecumenical Council." that congregation 
of "variegated infallibility, a Democratic 
caucus," pointing out the fact that both 
of the Ohio Senators had been placed 
upon the^ Judiciary Committee.

the Senate, even after their vacant seats 
were filled. That body, he said, would 
consist of 37 Republicans, 38 Democrats, 
and 1 Independent, who had announced 
his intention to vote with the Democrats 
Mr. Hill here digressed to pay a fulsome 
tribute to the speech made on last Friday 
by the Independent party, which at this 
point to-day retreated to a cloak-room to 
hide its blushes. 
"Here we have 39 


votes and you have only 37; how do you 
expect to get a majority!" shouted the 
Georgian. 
"Wait and see," said Mr. 


Conkling. 
Mr. Hill again returned to 


the charge. "Here we have," he said, 
38 Senators elected as Democrats, com- 
missioned as Democrats, seated in this 
body as Democrats. Is there a man 
among them who has turned traitor and 
falsified his commission? 
Who is the 


man* And he repeated this question. 
Mr. Hill's voice rose to a shrill shriek 
which produced a comical eflect rather 
than the profound impression which the 
speaker intended. Mr. Hill vouchsafed 
the information th it never in .the history 
of the country had a man elected to the 
Senate by one party dared to affiliate and 
vote with another party. He stood up, 
ie soid, to vindicate the honor of the 39 
Senators on that side of the chamber 


from the suspicion that any man among 
them would be guilty of the "treachery" 
aud "in&my"which Republicans believed 
they were to profit by.

As he became more excited Mr. Hill 


lost hisprodence,andhisi»roadestinmien- 
dos w^re accompanied by fierce gte»ces 
toward General Mabone, who took mat-, 
ters quietly until the Georgia Senator 
had finished. Then the Virginian arose 
and walked down into the area in front of 
the Vice President's de&k. He was en- 
tirely free from einbarr.ftsj.mtfrit, although 
he was about to make his maiden speech 
before an immense audience which waited 
with breathless interest to bear what he 
would say. General Mabone's presence 
is not imposing. He does not weigh 
more than a hundred pounds, and his 
slight figure was clad in somewhat worn 
broad-cloth of unfashionable cut. 
His 


gestures were quiet, unstudied, and some 
of them by no means graceful; but he 
was in earnest, and in the course of fif- 
teen minutes he managed to tell the 
Bourbon Democrats a great deal of whole- 
some truth. Not since the late Senator 
Chandler's great speech on pensioning 
Jefferson Davis has a Senator been lis- 
tened to with deeper attention, and it 
is doubtful if any orator ever before in 
the Senate Chamber elicited such hearty 
rounds of applause as greeted the Vir- 
ginian Senator to-day. His crisp, epi- 
grammatic sentences aroused everybody, 
and the grave decorum of the Senate was 
rudely disturbed again and again as shouts 
of applause went up from floor and galle- 
ries, alike in defiance of all rules and 
precedents. 
Mr. Mahone has not yet 


learned the conventionalities and phrase- 
ology of Senatorial debate, and he often 
addressed the Georgia Senator in the 
second person 
"You have assumed to be 


the custodian of my honor and have dared 
to speak for my constituents. 
I want 


you to understand that I owe you nothing 
I am not here to represent that kind of 
Democracy which has done so much in- 
jury to my section of the country. * * 
* I am not here to obey the behests of 
;he so-called Democracy, which puts one 
doctrine into its political platform and 
mother into its practice. 1 serve notice 
'ii you that I am here to be the custodian 
of my o« n honor, and not to obey the 
dictation of your caucus. 
You ask, 


Wlieic la the mail *' Well, hum is llie 
nan, who dares and does defy your cau- 


After a struggle of five hours the Dem- 


ocrats founds themselves a little further 
from success titan when they renewed 
their attempt to capture the organization 
of the Senate. 
There are indication* 


that they will abandon their schemes al- 
together fay to-morrow? and that within 
two or three days at latest the Republi- 
can majority will be able to effect an or- 
ganization of the committees and to elect 
new officers. 


At the close of his speech General Ma- 


ione was surrounded and warmly congrat- 
ilated by the Republicans, the Democrats 
neanwhile looking on with an air of ex- 
retne disgust. 
Mr. Hill essayed to make 


reply. He asked if General Mahone 
.as not elected as a Democrat. "No," 
•as the prompt replj, "I was elected as 
Rcadjustcr. 
Do you know what that 


s '" "Were you not elected by the Na- 
tional Democratic party as a Democrat'" 
peisisted Mr. Hill 
"Xo," was the em- 


pliitic reply. 
Then Mr. Hill congratu- 


lated himself on having been able to do 
what the newspapers could not not do— 
find out Mr. Mahone's position. 


General Logan made a short speech, in 


the course of which he remarked that an 
accusation of treachery carne with ill 
grace from a man who, elected to the 
Georgia Secession Convention as a Union 
man, 
had as a member of that body 


spoken and voted in favoi of secession. 
Mr. Hill denied that he bad attacked 
Geneial Mahone, he bad only tried to 
rescue him from the infamy into which 
the wicked Republicans were trying to 
seduce him. Mr. Hill continued this 
line of remark for some time, and at last 
spoke of General Mahone as a man who, 
elected to represent one party, had come 
into the Senate and decided to vote «ith 
another, thus deceiving his constituents. 
At this, General Mahone arose and said 
that this unmanly mode of attacking 
him "must stop." He said "I will never 
allow you or any o'thcr man to make th it 
charge against me without a proper an- 
swer'" The Georgia Seintor quibbled 
for a while, but finally made up his mind 
that he could not safely pursue the subject 
further, and took his seat. 


Senator Hoar then aiose, his voice 


trembling with indignation, and made 
one of the best speeches of the day. 
He 


denounced the conduct of Senator Hill in 
the most scathing terms. 
"It was nous 


of the business of the Senator from Geor- 
gia to come here and deliver a lecture to 
his peer. It was an insult to the repre- 
sentatives of the people for a man to come 
here and, like a slave-master or planta- 
tion overseer, wave his whip in the faces 
of his peers " Mr. Hoar alluded to Sena- 
tor Hill's secession vote in the Georgia 
Convention, and declared that from that 
day to this the Senator from Georgia had 
learned nothing of what constitutes true 
manhood or decency of conduct. 
The 


exhibition made by that Senator Mr. 
Hoar characterized as disgraceful aud un- 
seemly 
He paid a high tribute to the 


courage and manliness of Democrats in 
the South who had dared to rebel against 
the intolerant methods of the Bourbon 
Democracy, and said that, when one of 
them at last reached the Senate, the Re- 
publicans were ready to welcome and 
strike hands'* ith him in friendly alliance. 
Until Democratic methods were changed, 
he said, such a man as General Mahone, 
who believed in a free ballot and honest 
count, would necessarily be obliged toact 
with the Republicans. 
At the close of 


his speech Mr. Hoar was greeted with a 
round of hearty applause. 


Some desultory discussion followed, in 


the course of which Mr. Voorhees said 
that he believed the Republicans would 
have a majority of the Senate as soon as 
their vacancies wore filled ; and that he 
therefore was willing—as he knew sev- 
•ral other Democrats were—to withhold 
m vote and allow the. Senate to be or- 
ganized by the Republicans. 
It was evi- 


dent, from the remarks of Mr. Voorhees 
and the general anxiety among the Dem- 
ocrats to have the discussion dropped, 
that all the more fair and decent mem- 
bers on that side, were thoroughly dis- 
gusted and vexed with the performance 
of Senator Hill. After several ineffect- 
ual attempts by Republicans to secure an 
adjournment Mr. Pendleton made a mo- 
tion to adjourn, which was carried with- 
out a division. 


NKETCH OF THK CZAB'S LIFE.

Alexander II., Nicolaievitch, Emperor 


of Russia; who has just given up his life 
at the hand of the assassin, was the son 
of the Czar Nicholas and Alexandra Feo- 
dorovn (originally Charlotte), a sister o 
Frederick William IV and William I. o. 
Prussia, and was born April 29, 1818, in 
the reign of his uncle, Alexander I. The 
first seven years of his life were hardl^ 
completely when the death of Alexander 
I., and the renunciation of his rights b., 
his brother Constantine, led to the eleva- 
tion of his father, Nicholas, to the throne 
to which the young, prince became heir 
apparent. At 16 he was declared of age 
invested with a number of military titles, 
and subjected to a daily life of manoeu- 
vring, reviewing, and military parade, 
which at last seriously impaired bis health, 


lie was of a sensitive and rather mel- 


ancholy nature, a characteristic inherited 
from his mother, and early in youth he 
showed a love of justice and forbearance, 
often trying to assuage the feelings which 
had been wounded by the asperity of his 
father. 
His gentleness and his predilec- 


tion for civil rather than military life was 
opposed to all the traditions of the Rus- 
sian court, and was extremely irksome to 
his father, whose character was almost the 
antipodes of that of his son. It is said 
that it was the cause of frequent explo- 
sions of his father's anger, who, it is said, 
used often to chastise his children with 
his own hand, and doubtless the young 
Alexander got a large share of this pun- 
ishment. It was to crush out this spirit 
that the Emperor selected for his heir ap- 
parent the sternest tutors whom he could 
find among his officers. 


I'p to the aye of 30, the heir-apparent 


of all the Russias had to attend hib father 
wherever he went, was allowed no sepa- 
rate establishment for himself or his wife 
and children, and during the life of Nich- 
olas he never dared to smoke in the Em- 
peror's presence or with his knowledge. 
Gloomy forebodings pre\ailed respecting 
the prospects of the Crown Prince, whose 
succession it was feared might possibly 
be disputed by the old Muscovite party. 
Through the influence of this party a 
bitter antipathy and distrust grew up be- 
tween Alexander and his brother, the 
Grand Dnke Constantine, Nicholas' sec- 
ond son, who showed a preference for the 
Muscovite party. This ill feeling was the 
cause of frequent quarrels. 
Upon one 


occasion Constantine, who was admiral of 
the fleet, carried his animosity so far as 
to put his brother under arrest; and act 
of tyranny which Nicholas I. reproved by 
subjecting Constantine to the same pun- 
ishment. 


On April 28, 1841, he married Maria 


Alexandrovna, daughter of the Grand 
Duke of nesse-Darmit.idt, who was born 
in 1824. 
It was wholly a love match,the 


}oung prince having made his own choice 
from among a host of German princesses. 
His majority was declaied on May 8, 
1834, and from the age of 18 he was ad- 
mitted by his father to study the difficult 
task of governing the empire, by attend- 
ance at all the sittings of ministeis with 
the Emperor; and when in 184G Nicholas 
resided for several months in Italy, he 
delegated to his son all his vast pow ers. 


Nicholas I. looked with so much appre- 


hension at the growing differences be- 
tvveen his two children, that in 1843, up- 
oa the birth of Alexander's first child, he 
required Constantine to take an oath of 
fidelity to the heir to the throne. Again, 
in his last illness, he summoned his child- 
ren to his dying couch, and on making 
over to Alexander the imperial throne, 
obtained from both a solemn promise to 
ramain forever closely united, in order to 
secure the peace and happiness of their 
common country. 


The Czarewitch on this occasion, in the 


presence of the ministers and the estates, 
declared his intention to enter on the 
government of the empire, and was im- 
mediately proclaimed Emperor, as Alex- 
ander II. 
The date of his ascension was 


March 2, 1835. 
It was a critical mo- 


ment for Russia. 
Nicholas had left the 


country engaged single-handed in a war 
against England, 
France, Tuikey and 


Sardinia, with Austria as a passive enemy. 


Alexander's first act was to issue a man- 


ifesto to the nation, notifying his acces- 
sion, and declaring, in general terms, his 
intention to uphold the glory of the em- 
pire as it had been upheld by Peter, 
Catherine, Alexander I., and Nicholas I. 
He at the same time summoned General 
Rudiger from Warsaw, and conferred up- 
on him the command of the Imperial 
Guards, until then held by himself, re- 
newed the powers of his plenipotentiaries 
at Vienna, and through them announced 
his adherence to the declarations made 
by Prince Gortschakoff on behalf of his 
late father. 


On the return of peace Alexander was 


solemnly crowned at Moscow, on Septem- 
ber 7, 1856. 
He at once begun to relax 


the lines drawn to the utmost tension by 
his predecessor. He began with emanci- 
pating the nation from the military rou- 
tine which permeated every branch of 
the administration. 
He reorganized the 


army, dissolved the greater part of the 
military colonies, freed public instruction 
from military discipline, aud, instead of 
placing discharged officers as tutors and 
professors at the head of educational es- 
tablishments, appointed men fitted by 
special studies for the positions. The' 
censorship was considerately relaxed and 
limited, and for the first time general 
publicity was introduced into Russia. He 
prohibited espionage, and instituted meas- 
ures against official corruption, allowing 
it to be ferreted out and exposed. He 
advanced 
young men in the different 


I branches of the public service, supersed- 
ing those whose only merit was long rou- 
tine. He gave a new impulse to indus- 
try and trade, at the sime time that he 
sought to develop tho national commer- 
cial marine and to induce native mer- 
chants to extend their relations with for- 
eign countries. He annulled the impedi- 
ments 
which prevented llusiians from 


visiting foreign lands; granted a general 
amnesty for political offenders, Poles and 
Russians, recalling the exiles from Sibera 
and allowing fugitives to return, and in- 
augurated that vast system of internal 
communication which is to cover his em- 
pire with nets of railroads. His greatest 
measure of refoim, however, was the em- 
ancipation of tho serfs. He had conceived 
from his earliest youth the idea of this 
measure, and was, assisted by Nicholas 
Milutin and General BostoftzoiT in the 
preliminary steps. 
He silenced the op- 


position of the -serf-owners by intimating 
to them that if there was to be revolution 
it had better begin at the summit than at 
the bottom of society. 
Their emancipa- 


tion was decreed March 3, 1861, and car- 
ried out within the following two years. 
His reformatory activity, however, wab 
checked in a certain degre by the Polish 
insurrection of January, 1803, which was 
finally crushed in the spring of 1864, and 
punished by the most rigorous measures 
against Polish nationality, followed by re- 
strictions of a milder form imposed on 
other non-Russian provinces of the em- 
pire. In 1865 the Czar rejected the de-' 
mand of the old Moscow nobility for a 
representative government. An attempt 
on the Emperor's life, April 16, 1866, 
was frustrated bj the interposition of the 
peasant Komisaroff, who was ennobled as 
a reward for his action. A second attempt 
upon his life was made at the Paris Ex- 
hibition of 1867, by Berezowski, a Pole. 
Tlie work of reform was resumed in 1870, 
when the surprising successes of the Ger- 
mans in their war against the French 
startled the Russian nation. The heredi- 
;ary character of the priesthood was abol- 
shed, the army system was reorganized 
on the Prussian model, and vast measures 
'or education w ere inaugurated. While 
jersevering in his steady progress in Asia, 
the Czar in 1867 divested himself of his 
bothold on the American continent by 
.he sale of Alaski to the United States 
for £1,400,000. 
During the Franco- 


German war he secured at the London 
conference of 1870, by a modification of 
he treaty of Paris of 1850, the detieu- 
ralization of the Black sea. 


The later years of the Char's life have 


been clouded by a combination of circum- 
stances, chief of which has been the 
growing power and threatening attitude 
of the Nihilists, who have kept him in 
constant feai of tl e fate which he has at 
last met. 
Besides the attempts upon his 


life which have been alluded to, others of 
a more recent date have shown how com- 
paratively defenceless the monarch of a 
vast empire can become. His later es- 
capes, notably that from the effects of the 
explosion at the Winter Palace, have 
been so remarkable as to almost make it 
seem that he had a charmed life. 
The 


Nihilists claimed until of late that partial 
measures toward greater freedom would 
have satisfied them for the present, and 
that they were content to await the mtu- 
ral succession of the Czaren itch for greater 
reforms which they hoped he would inaug- 
urate. It has. long been known the Czar 
desired to abdicate in favor of his son, 
but the pressuie biought to boar on him 
from the rojal family was too much for 
him to withstand, but of late bis adminis- 
tration has been little more than a name. 
The late death of the Empress, from 


H horn he had been long estrangled, and 
the peculiat relations he has borne with 
the woman with whom he has since made 
a morganatic marriage and made her Prin- 
cess Dolgorucky, are also circumstances 
that have brought deep shadow on a reign 
that began so auspiciously and creditably. 
The family by the first wife has been as 
follows • Nicholas, the late Czarewitch, 
who was born September 20, 1843, and 
died prematurely at Nice in April, 1865. 
Alexander, the present Crown Prince,

A bill presented by John S. Brclsford 


I 4 Son for burial of a pauper was objected 
to by Mr. Scheidc, on the ground that it 
was illegal for members of Council to 
present bills for work done for, or sup- 
plies furnished the Borough. A lively 
discussion ensued, which was participated 
in by almost all the members, not only as 
to the legality of the particular bill pre- 
sented, but on the general subject of the 
burial of deceased paupers, during which 
it became known that Poor Committee 
orders were given, allowing the appli- 
cants funeral expenses up to certain 
named sums—either $8 or f 10—as the 
case involved burial of a minor or adult, 
and that parties were in the habit of ap- 
plying for their poor orders, and then by 
obtaining additional sums among neigh- 
bors and friends were enabled to have a 
•'funeral" with all the usual etceteras. 
This method of procedure was objected 
to by several members, as not coming 
within the scope of the resolution adopted 
«ome time ago by Council, directing that 
when it became necessary for the Borough 
authorities to bury deceased persons 
whose friends were unable to do so, the 
price for such service should not exceed 
$8 for minors and $10 for adults—which 
service should include coffin and inter- 
ment it having been the usage heretofore 
to pay for the undertaker's services and 
the grave-digger's separately, until it had 
grown to be an abuse.
